E HAVE A very methodical neighbor. 
Every morning at ten minutes of 
eight he comes out of his kitchen 


door, walks down and picks up the newspaper 
from the driveway where the carrier has tossed it, 
adjusts his glasses, and glances at the headlines. 
Then he folds the paper and walks back and hands 
it to his wife, who has appeared at the front door. 
He lifts his hand in a little farewell gesture, gets 
into his automobile, and drives away. 

The routine never varies from Monday through 
Friday. On Saturday and Sunday he comes out at 
8:30 and takes the paper in. 

We are usually at the breakfast table when he 
leaves. One morning we had guests, who were sit- 
ting where they could see our neighbor’s house. 
Our daughter, noting the time, said: “See that 
door, the one on the side? Now watch carefully 
while I count up to three and you'll see it open 
and a man come out. Ready, one, two—there 
didn’t I tell you?” 

Of course everyone laughed. We explained 
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that we could set our clocks by his appearance 
every morning. 

“He’s just a slave to habit, like the rest of us,” 
one of our guests said. 

I have been thinking about that comment and 
considering my own habits. I have discovered that 
a great part of my activities follows a habit 
pattern. 

For instance, I have a habit of waking up at 
just about the same time every morning. I dress 
and wash and brush my teeth with almost identical 
motions every day. I sit at the same place at the 
table and hold my fork and even chew my food 
in the same manner at every meal. All the routine 
things I do are performed in the same way through 
habit. 

If you will stand off and watch yourself for 
a while you will probably see that this is true of 
yourself too. 

But these are the surface habits, the ones that 
are seen. Most of them are probably good. But 
like all surface things they are not particularly 
important, though we often ascribe great impor- 
tance to them. 

We say of someone: “He doesn’t do this or 
that. He has no bad habits.” Or we often make 
this remark: “He is such a good man, I can’t un- 
derstand why he has so much misfortune.” “She 
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has always lived right; why does she have to 
suffer so?” 

We are then considering only the external 
habits. We are judging by appearances. The hid- 
den habits, the thinking habits, are the important 
ones. They are the ones to be examined, for all the 
externals depend on them. 

We can be in bondage to hidden habits, often 
without being aware of it, and this is far more 
serious than being in bondage to external habits. 
It keeps us from enjoying freely the good that 
belongs to us. 

If you are not experiencing the good you de 
sire, it is time for you to consider your hidden 
habits. Perhaps you are ill and cannot seem to get 
better. Examine your habit of thinking about 
health. How do you habitually think about health? 
Do you have this habit of thinking: “I am afraid 
I shall catch cold if I open the window” or “I am 
afraid that this ailment cannot be cured.” 

What is your habit of thinking about lack or 
discord or difficulties of any sort? Is it a habit 
of anxiety and strain and discouragement and 
fear? 

Then your hidden habits are wrong. The outer 
results always indicate whether the hidden habits 
are right or wrong. 

You can change your habits. 
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Just the other day I heard someone say: “He is 
a confirmed alcoholic. Poor fellow, it has got 
such a hold on him that he cannot give it up.” 
This is a common belief. 

The founders of Alcoholics Anonymous be- 
lieved differently, and the thousands of members 
of that organization who have given up the habit 
know that it is not alcohol that has the hold but 
wrong thinking. As soon as they believe in the 
power of Spirit more than in the power of “‘spirits” 
they are released. 

It is so with everything else. Illness, poverty, 
disharmony, trouble of any sort dissolves when 
our way of thinking about them changes. Healing 
and harmony must come with realization of the 
eternal truth that God is the power, the one and 
only power, and that God is always present. 

The hold of every bad habit and every conceiv- 
able difficulty is broken when the one supreme 
good habit is formed. This is the habit of practic- 
ing the presence of God. You practice the presence 
when you believe completely in the power of the 
ever-present Spirit. 

You may have a habit of prayer and yet be un- 
satisfied with the results. You may pray earnestly 
and yet feel that no one has heard and that no an- 
swer is forthcoming. It is time then to examine 
the thoughts that shape your prayer. 
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What is your habitual way of thinking about 
God? Are you in the habit of thinking of Him asa 
separate, far-off Being, who may or may not grant 
your petition? Is there uncertainty and anxiety in 
your prayer? Do you pray and wait in mingled 
hope and doubt as though you were spinning a 
wheel of chance? 

Then you are practicing the absence of God, 
not the presence. The difficulty is with your hid- 
den thinking habits. 

Let go of the habit of thinking of God as re- 
mote. Start believing that He is present with you 
here and now. Your life is from God and is cen- 
tered in Him. Nothing but good abides where He 
is, and He is everywhere. He is the power present 
with you now. Believe this. 

Make a habit of relaxing in Him and relying 
on Him. Make affirmation a habit in all your 
thinking. God is. Good is. Health is. Prosperity is. 
Happiness is. 

You will be declaring Truth and building it 
into your consciousness. You will make the prac- 
tice of the presence of God your great hidden 
habit, and all life will begin to be good. “Thy 
Father which seeth in secret shall reward thee 
openly.” 

Your hidden habits of thinking are all-impor- 
tant. 














The Place Where You Are

HE OFTEN told story of “Acres of Dia- 
| monds” bears retelling. The spiritual truth 
it contains merits a permanent place in our 
consciousness. It is the story of a Persian farmer 
who became discontented with his farm, its or- 
chards, grainfields, and gardens, when he heard 
of the fabulous purchasing power of diamonds. 
With just one diamond the size of his thumb, he 
learned with amazement, he could buy as much 
land as was contained in his whole province. If 
that were true, then the things he could buy with a 
whole mineful of diamonds would be fantastic! 
So he sold his farm and set out to find a diamond 
mine. He wandered through all Europe; he sought 
everywhere. But his life ended in poverty and dis- 
couragement. 

Meanwhile the buyer of this man’s farm had a 
very different life story. In the garden brook of 
the farm he had bought he found a black stone 
having an “eye of light” that reflected all the hues 
of the rainbow! It was a diamond, and the dis- 
covery gave rise to the greater discovery that un- 
der the farm lay the greatest diamond mine in the 
world, which became known as the Golconda. 
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The place where we are often seems unsatisfac- 
tory to us from the standpoint of the good we 
should like to have, and like the unwitting owner 
of the diamond mine, we search far afield for 
blessings that may very well lie in our immediate 
vicinity. 

The lesson of the Persian farmer's experience 
may of course be applied to many situations in 
life. A letter I have received influences me to apply 
it to persons who for one reason or another have 
not married and who believe that in compati- 
son with the lives of their married friends and 
acquaintances their own is barren and dull. The 
letter complains that the magazines are full of 
articles about marriage, articles that enhance the 
prestige of married life, while the interests of the 
unmarried are ignored and single persons are left 
right where they are—on the fringe of society, 
practically outside it! The preponderance of mar- 
ried people is largely responsible for the greater 
amount of attention their problems receive, but 
the number of single adults surely entitles them 
to some consideration also. 

Not all unmarried persons compare their life 
unfavorably with the life of their married con- 
temporaries. Many single persons have proved 
that the single life is just as sure a way to happi- 
ness as the married. Married persons themselves 
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surmise that the single life may frequently present 
fewer obstacles to happiness than their own. If 
statistics were available on the subject it is prob- 
able that the difference between the happiness 
achieved by married people and unmarried people 
would be found to be negligible; for happiness is 
something that has to be personally achieved re- 
gardless of one’s marital status. 

The unhappy mind is unhappy regardless of 
the circumstances surrounding it. Proof of this 
can be found in any sizable group of people. 
Some of them will have all the apparent require- 
ments for happy, contented living, but for some 
inward reason they cannot enjoy them. On the 
other hand, a happy mind is happy even when the 
outer conditions of happiness are apparently not 
present. We all know persons who have a great 
many problems but who in spite of them maintain 
a cheerful and hearty attitude toward life. 

The truth is that a full, rich life is not deter- 
mined by outer relationships and circumstances. 
These can be tributary to it, but they cannot be 
the source of it. We are happy or unhappy because 
of what we think and feel. What we think and 
feel is determined by our attitudes and beliefs 
rather than by things, persons, and events. 

If we are unmarried and think that the special 
blessings of life are experienced only by those

who are married, it will be difficult for us to be 
happy. But if we do not think that happiness is 
thus circumscribed we shall not feel that being un- 
married is synonymous with being unhappy. 

If we fear to face the future without the help 
and companionship of a husband or wife we shall 
find it difficult to overcome feelings of insecurity. 
But if we have faith that God has countless ways 
of giving us security and happy associations, and 
if we have confidence in our own God-given abili- 
ties and their undiminishing source, we shall face 
the future with faith and joyous expectation. 

If we feel that to be alone is an unbearable 
situation, then if we find ourselves much alone, 
we shall feel desolate. But if we feel that time 
away from other people is a time for rich solitude, 
for reading, thinking, praying, and quiet pursuits, 
we have in our solitude a factor of real happiness. 

If we desire but do not have the sense of be- 
longing to one who loves us and whom we can 
love in return, we shall feel like a ship adrift on 
the sea of life. But if we can feel that we belong 
to the whole human family we shall discover that 
there are many who love us and whom we can 
love in return, we shall realize how needed and 
important we are in the world. 

We can be truly happy only when we are free 
from fears, misgivings, doubts, and apprehen- 
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sions, only when we have called out of our soul 
the qualities of faith, love, courage, and under- 
standing. Then and only then can we meet life 
happily and trustingly. 

Whether we are married or unmarried, the 
same attitudes of heart and mind are essential to 
happy living. Neither state provides them; both 
states furnish opportunities for developing them. 

If we are not happy, then the place to begin a 
new career of happiness for ourselves is right 
where we are. There is no other place to start. 

Whether we are married or unmarried, our hap- 
piness is the result of inward peace; we experience 
it because we have confidence in God and in our- 
selves and because we are open and receptive to 
the blessings that are our divine birthright. 

We can begin to find happiness right where 
we are. What our soul really longs for is growth 
and unfoldment, and this longing is satisfied as we 
call forth in greater measure our God powers and 
capabilities, as more and more we discover the 
truth about our true spiritual nature, as we begin 
to see ourselves as spiritual beings, part of a great 
over-all plan of good. 

Inner satisfaction can be ours at any time, at 
any place in our experience. When we realize that 
we are an important part of God’s good world, 
when we think and act and feel like beloved chil- 
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dren of God, our world that seemed so barren 
and dull will be filled with new life and interest 
for us. 

Where before we may have felt like an out- 
sider, we shall soon find ourselves being drawn 
into life’s swift and moving current. It will seem 
almost magical, the way people and circumstances 
react to our changed thoughts and feelings. As 
we become loving we shall call forth a loving re- 
sponse. As we become understanding the doors of 
many hearts and lives will be opened to us. As 
we become trustful and confident, the goodness of 
life will become apparent to us in many ways on 
every hand. 

Not all farms have a diamond mine under 
them, but every life has at the heart of it, waiting 
to be discovered, something better than a dia- 
mond mine. The mystery that has been hid for ages 
and generations is this, that we have the source 
of happiness, of all the good we long for and 
dream of, within ourselves, the very Spirit of 
God. The promise is “Ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall search for me with all your 
heart,” and the good that awaits us, the happiness 
that is possible to us is beyond description. “Eye 
hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered 
into the heart of man, the things which God hath 
prepared for them that love him.”

LL OF US have someone we love, someone 
A we should like to bless, someone we 
should like to see free, well, happy.
